Transmission of Messages by 
Light and Sound Discussed 



J. A. Taylor, president of ihc Mc- 
Gill Radio Club, gave a long and in- 
teresting talk at the Radio Club meet- 
ing in the Physics building last even- 
ing at eight o'clock. The title of the 
lecture was "The Physical Aspects of 
Some Problems in Radio-Telephony." 
The problem most discussed was that 
of inter-communication. The talk was 
profusely illuslratcd by practical ex- 
periments. The problem of inter- 
communication was dealt with by our 
fore-fathers and even their forc-falhcrs 
since almost the beginning of the 
world. Without inter-communication 
the world could not have advanced to 
its present stage of development, be- 
cause there could not be any inter- 
change of ideas, which is the primary 
factor of progress. "Two heads are 
better than one." goes the old saying, 
and it is easily proved by this illus- 
iralion of inter-communication be- 
tween two countries, which is so ap- 
parently needful — as described by Sir 
Robert Borden and Mr. Molt— to the 
better co-operation and mutual under- 
standing which is the forerunner of 
!riendship and harmony in the world. 
The problem of inter-communication 
. embraces also the transmission of light 
and sound. Through the ages mes- 
sages have been transmitted by means 

\ of flashes of light, usually from the 
sun's rays, and by sound. Even to 
the present day, in modern armies mes 
sages are transmitted by light-reflet 
tors in the shape of mirrors. The 
famous Alpine soldiers in the last war 
successfully demonstrated this method 
of transmission of messages from 
mountain peak to mountain peak, in 
code of course, by means of a simple 
device consisting of mirrors at differ 
ent angles whjch reflected the sun's

The dissolution of the executive of 
the Flayer^' Club' was the outcome of 
the meeting held yesterday afternoon 
in Strathcona Hall. 

The president outlined the present 
position of the club and pointed out 
that the present executive did not con- 
form to the conditions laid down in 
the constitution of the club drawn up 
two years ago when the club was form- 
ed. Furthermore, that the Players' 
Cluli has fallen away from its orig- 
inal purpose in that it has not been 
acting in close co-ordination with the 
Department of English. In view of 
the above discrepancies, the president 
moved that the executive as it stands 
be dissolved. At the same time he 
tendered his resignation. Extracts of 
the constitution referred to read as fol- 
lows : 

Purpose: "The encouragement of the 
Study of the drama and the production 
oi plays primarily by students in tl 
Department oi English and under the 
supervision oi the Department of ling 

lis.ll." 

Membership: "Membership in th 
club will he open to graduates am 
students, both men and women, prcf 
crcncc being given to members of th 
third and fourth year registered 
English courses and interested in the 
drama . " 

There was considerable discussion 
as to the place the Players' Club shoul 
take in the University. An opinio 
was expressed that such a club should 
have a broader outlook and take mot' 
the form of a students' organization 
under the supervision of the Depart 
ment of English. In such a clu 
plays could be produced, not only 
an educational type in which student 
in the Department of English could 
lake pail but also plays of a more gen 
cral character in which the cast would 
be chosen from the full mcinbcrshi 
of the club, each member being allow 
cd to try out for a part, the final cas 
ing depending on the abilities of th 
players. However, it was decided ths 
the club. should confine ittsclf to play 
produced at the discretion of the De 
partiucnt of English as a part of thei 
curriculum . 

The question was raised as to whet 
cr membership in the club should be 
limited to the students studying Eng- 
lish', lias a student in a faculty other 
than Arts the lime and ability to claim 
membership in the Players' Club? The 
consensus of opinion was that the ques- 
tion of lime should In* left to the indi- 
vidual and that there was no reason 
to believe thai all students having 
dramatic ability would be registered 
in English courses. While the club is 
primarily of interest to students in the 
Department of English, other students 
should not be barred. However, this 
side of the question is not favourable 
to the Department . 

The resignation of the executive 
came as a climax of a rather unsatis- 
factory meeting.

R.V.C.A.A. DISCUSS 
LEAGUE BASKETBALL 



A meeting of the R.V.C. A. A. was 
held in the Common Room on Wcdncs 
day. at which the main topic of discussion 
concerned the constitution uf the Inter 
collegiate Bakcthasll League. 

At a meeting of representatives in 
Kingston last year the drawing tip of an 
intercollegiate constitution was discussed, 
and early in October of this year Toron- 
to submitted a constitution to R.V.C. for 
discussion. Certain amendments were 
suggested and it was decided that R. 
V. C. ask to be represented on the 
League by two representatives, one from 
'he staff and the other an undergraduate. 

The present constitution of the R. V. 
C. A. A. permits undergraduates pro- 
ceding to a degree to play on the league 
•earn. Much discussion, however, ensued 
as to whether or not this clause included 
post graduates, who do not come under 
he control of the Undergraduate Socie- 
ty. It was finally decided, however, that 
R.V.C. could not play graduates on 
the League team. 

As the meeting broke up without the 
League representatives having been em- 
powered to act in any capacity, another

In a debate held last night, between 
Arts '23 and Arts '26, on the question of 
whether or not prohibition should be en- 
forced in the "Province of Quebec, the 
decision was given in favor of the former 
class, which supported the negative. 
The teams were composed as follows: 
.\ rts ^—Freeman and Wells; Arts '26 
—Newman and Shepherd. 

The meeting was called for five o'clock 
in the Arts Building, and the debate 
opened before an audience which, if it 
did not fill the lecture theatre, made up 
lor any lack of numbers by its enthu- 
siasm . 

The first speaker was A. Newman, of 
\rts '26. Newman opened the debate 
with a general review of the points 
•hich could Ik- considered as weighty 
enough to be taken up in a short speech. 
He then proceeded to the principal point 
of his defence. He stated that there was 
one fact which, if all others were ex- 
cluded, would be more than sufficient to 
justify the existence of prohibition. This 
was the effect which alcohol must have 
on the future of the human race. When 
alcohol was. easily obtainable, a large 
percentage of the population was bound 
to indulge in it. The result was that a 
great number of persons became enslaved 
to the habit, and their efficiency and 
health were incalculably affected. 

When meat indulged in liquor to 
great degree, and the habit became 
chronic, it was bound to have, a deterior- 
ating effect on their children. Newman 
ised his remarks very largely on the au 
thority of the Standard Dictionary. 

Freeman, uf Arts '23, then took the 
floor, confining his remarks largely to 
topics which were, peculiarly applicable 
to this Province. 

He showed that the condition in re- 
gard to prohibition in Quebec was 
unique one. Here there is a population 
-omposed mostly of French Canadians 
The French Canadian race, on the whole 
was one of set and conservative habits 
They were not a people to be changed 
by such a thing as the unrestricted sale 
of liquor. 

He then took up the case of the Judd 
family. This was a family which lived 
in New York. For. several generation 
the effects of alcoholism had been re 
corded. It had been claimed that the 
results of these observations showed pro 
hibition to be a necessity. Freeman stat- 
ed that it was absurd to judge the whole

The next speaker, Shepherd, of Arts 
'26, attacked the Quebec Liquor System 
as being merely a cloak of respectability. 
The system was one which existed for no 
other reason than the collection of rev 
euue. Drunkeness and its accompanying 
moral evils were, rampant under the pro- 
tecting shadow of the liquor system. He 
painted a pathetic picture of the condi- 
tions, especially in the poorer parts oi 
the cities, which were resultant from tho 
drink evil, saying that the traffic was » 
moral issue. If there is to be temper- 
ance, an attempt must be made to edu- 
cate the people up to it. 

Wells' speech was concluded amid 
great applause. Newman made a short 
spejecch, in which he refuted many of th« 
arguments put forward by his opponents. 

The judges — Professor Latham, Davif 
and Anderson— retired to consider the re. 
lativc merits of the two teams. 

On their return, the decision was giver 
in favour of Arts '23, Professor Latham 
commending the participants on theit 
speeches, and staling that the judges had 
been influenced largely in their decision 
by the argumentative abilities of thi 
speakers.

The undergraduate of à Canadian university upon a journey to 
the colleges to the south of us, is at once impressed with the peculiar, 
and rather startling forms of expression employed. To the most 
\ commonplace occurrences there appear to be adopted a particular 
phrase, which to the uninitiated conveys nothing, but to those who 
are aware of its implication denotes what is particularly relevant 
and significant. "Canadian Slang" is not notable; nor yet do the 
universities of this country appear to have any especial language 

• to take the place of "American College Slang," which would seem 
to have become so prevalent as to be on an even more recognized 
footing than that we are prone to regard as "slang," and to exist 
more as idioms of speech. Notwithstanding the place such may 

$ COme *° occu l ) y in a "axon's vocabulary, and the need it may fill by 
affording ease and volume of expression, "slang," on its own account 
does not warrant encouragement. Neither in address nor in prose 
is it commendable. In either it is very apt to be indicative of weak 
ness, and not infrequently might be taken as a disparagement o. 
thé audience addressed or of the reader for whose benefit the words 
may have- been written ; it may signify an attempt by the speaker 
or author, involuntary, possibly, to lower himself to the level of 
those to whom,he wishes to express himself. Were he addressing 
a well-read hearing he would endeavour to put his sentiments into 
" a form inteIligible,.to it; he would seek accuracy and facility of ex 
. pression. On the other hand, if he were before a crowd of whose 

* -.attainments he were not so certain, and of whose educational stan- 
dards he waftjn doubt, he would be judicious in the phrasing of his 
ideas lest they be beyond the comprehension of his listeners; he 
might resort to "slang." In cvery-day practice this is usual and 

quite exçusablërànd not necessarily a mark of weakness on the part 
of the perpetrator. A speaker, or a writer, must primarily be under- 
stood; but no man, with respect for himself, or yet with* courteous 
respect for a cultured audience, will indulge in "slang" to aid in 
the presentation of his sentiments, Such would constitute, at once, 
evidence of insufficiency and of discourtesy. 

OF EXCLUSION? 

A notification is included in this issue of the resignation of the 
executive of the Players* Club. This organization has not been ac- 
tive this session, but hopes were entertained that the period of 
lethargy would be broken by an announcement of an ambitious sea 
son's programme. Instead the students of McGill are forced to the 
conviction that they are without a Players' Club, without a means 
for the outlet of any dramatic talent that may be latent about the 
Campus and without an organization by which the efforts of the 
students might be put before the public with the double object of 
demonstrating to outsiders the capabilities of college acting and of 
establishing connections between the university club and other like 
activities about the city. The disappointment is keen. 

It is apparent from the account printed of yesterday's meeting 
of the club that difficulties over the failure of the executive to agree 
with the Department of English, which was responsible for the in- 
auguration of the Players' Club, that all except those students who 
were pursuing English courses be excluded from active membership 
in the club. Such a policy of exclusion ought not to be counte- 
nanced; wide interest can be maintained in an activity only by wide 
'p participation, and, in our humble opinion, the executive of the club

miles was covered by this means oi 
inter-communication. The transmis- 
sion of sound came in for its share, 
of discussion. It also dates from the 
time of the savage tribes which inhab- 
ited Airica and America before it was 
discovered hy white men. It is in 
use in remote parts of Africa even at 
the present day, where new world pro- 
gress has not yet completely asserted 
itself. This means of communication 
was by placing a huge drum or tom- 
tom in a hole in the ground and tun- 
ing another drum, many miles away, 
to the same pilch. The first drum 
tom-tomcd the message to the second 
drum and if it was to be sent further 
the message was relayed on and on. 
An experiment which showed and 
proved this to be true was in the form 
of two long rectangular boxes, each 
surmounted hy a V-shaped piece of 
iron. The two boxes were placed a 
distance apart, the open ends towards 
each other, the first V-shapcd piece 
was struck sharply by a little hammer, 
then the sound deadened by placing 
the hand on the piece of the first box. 
However, the second box kept on 
sounding, which proved the experi- 
ment, removing the slightest doubt. 
This U only a brief description of the 
many subjects touched upon. The 
problem of inter-communication has a 
very wide scope, which to go into thor- 
oughly would take much time. 

Many interesting subjects were 
touched upon by Mr. Taylor in the 
course of his talk. Other things men- 
tioned were the sound of a voice trans- 
mitted by numerous variations of a 
dot of light projected on a screen. 
The effect of the voice sounds on a 
soap bubble were also depicted upon 
the screen. 

These lectures are extremely inter- 
esting and should attract large attend- 
ances. Even to persons not acquaint- 
ed with the technicalities of radio the 
talks and demonstrations are entirely 
comprehensible. The meetings arc to 
be held every Thursday front now on. 
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Annual must get in touch with the Photo- 
graphic Editor at once, and he will try 
and make Ihc special appointment.
